Recognition Would Mean—Gives Graphic Des- 


elt Administration 


“The standard practice of the United 
States is to recognize a government that be- 
comes stable,”’ said Ff. Lauriston Bullard, 
| chief editorial writer of the Boston Herald in 
a talk favoring recognition of Russia at 
George Washington hall last Friday night. 
Mr. Bullard, who is a well-known student 
of world and national affairs gave a compre- 
hensive resume of the problems confronting 
| the nation today and described quite thor- 
| oughly the great changes made in the last 
two decades 
The speaker favored the United States’ 
joining the World Court. In discussing the 
recognition of Russia he said it would be 
recognition only in matters of state and 
would not mean approval of Russian doc- 
trines, It might be just as well, he said, to be 
on friendly terms with Russia which may be 
mixed up considerably with affairs of the 
Far East in the future. 

Taking up the New Deal, Mr. Bullard 
| described the appalling situation when 
Roosevelt entered the White House and his 
prompt action to overcome the difficulties 
which beset the nation. The special session 
of Congress accomplished more in a short 
time than any other session in history, he 
declared, Inflation may come, he said, but the 
president will allow it only reluctantly 

In discussing the railroads the speaker 
asserted that there should be general super- 
vision of all transportation and not merely 
supervision of the railroads, 

The speaker devoted some time to the 
picturesque and important figures of this 
period, including Benito Mussolini, Ramsey 
MacDonald, Senator Borah, Senator George 
W. Norris, Governor Alfred E, Smith, Win- 
ston Churchill, David Lloyd George and 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt.

You are hereby required on or before 
December 1, 1933 to destroy the gypsy and | 
brown tail moths on your property in this 
town. 

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater- | 
yillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
howe tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part 
according to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the | 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should | 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote, They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid, Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
and in rubbish heaps, ete. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented. This is important, The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, ete. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
property owner and the community than a} 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best methods of | 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Local Superintendent, Ralph T. 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mass.

RED CROSS CLOTHES 
THE NATION'S NEEDY 


Flour, Bread, Clothing Reach Into 
More Than Five Million 
Homes of Jobless 


The greatest task ever undertaken 
by a relief agency in the history of 
private charity ia drawing to a close 
with the final distribution of cotton 
clothing to more than five million 
families by the American Red Cross. 

At the direction of the Congress, be 
ginning eighteen months ago, the Red 
Cross undertook to convert the wheat 
and cotton surpluses of the Farm 


unemployed and needy. In the con- 
sequent operation, this relief agency 
entered upon a commercial enterprise 
greater than any single commercial 
firm has ever undertaken in the same 
| period of time. 

In the ensuing months the Red 
Cross converted 85,000,000 bushels of 
wheat into flour and bread and gave it 

| to 6,803,000 families. The distribution 
was through 3,700 Red Cross chapters 
and hundreds of other charitable agen- 
cies. During the severe northwestern 
drought of 1931 the Red Cross also 
gave wheat in the form of food for live- 
stock to 184,188 families. 

The clothing — dresses, underwear, 
overalls, jumpers, sweaters and stock- 
ings for men, women and children, and 
even blankets and comforters—was dis- 
tributed to 5,465,410 families. More 
than 54,000,000 ready-made garments 
and 92,000,000 yards of cotton cloth 
were given to the needy. This clothing 
came from 844,000 bales of cotton. 
| The wheat distribution was conclud- 
| ed in June, 1933, and final distribution 
of cotton clothing is occurring in the 
fall months. 

In handling these tasks voted to it 
by Congress, the Red Cross will ex- 
pend from its own treasury $735,000. 
At the same time the organization car-
